A Bible Story. 
Bear ChiUrm :— I will tell 
you about a great king, and 
wbat honor and wisdom God 
gave to some of bis own dear 
children who lived in his 
kingdom. 

The king's name was Neb- 
uchadnezzar, the same king 
who had bis kingdom and 
reason taken away from him, 
and who lived in the fields, 
and ate grass like the beasts, 
until he acknowledged that 
God was King over all the 
earth. 

While Nebuchadnezzar was 
king of Babylon, he besieged 
Jerusalem and took the king 
of that city away captive, and 
also carried away part of the 
vessels of the house of the 
Lord and placed them in the 
bouse of his God, for he" did 
not worship the same God 
that tbe children of Israel 
worshiped. This king also 
commanded that certain of 
the children of Israel who un- 
derstood science and were
